An old contractor on the west side 
had a little experience with an un- 
signed check not long ago that did not 
result just as he had: wished. ~He is 
always very prompt in paying sub-;con- 
tractors, and above ‘all things dis- 
likes being run after for money. .

business house may not be authentic, 


but it is worth something as a story. 


The business house, as is customary at 
the first of the month, drew a draft on 


a man in Iowa, but in a short time the 


draft was returned with the corners 
down, aud the customary words written, 
across it, ‘*The man is dead.’”’ In some 
way it happened that a draft was sent 
by the same house to the same man the 
next month, Indue time it was ree 
turned but this time the words across 
its face read, ‘The man is still dead.” 

Errors on the face of checks are ex- 
ceedingly common. It is not unusual 
for a business man to transpose figures" 
He writes in figures $198 and. in words 
one hundred and eighty-nine dollars 
Sometimes the figures. will,.read $200, 
and the word Two ,%, dollars. A per- 
sistent error in the use of words occurs 
in nearly all the checks issued by ben- 
efit orders to the widows of their de- 
cersed members. These checks invar- 
iebly read,“ Pay to Mary Doe, wife of 
the late John Doe.” According to the 
usage of the language and the law, Mary 
Doe, atthe death of John. Doe is no 
longer wife, but widow. 

W. R. Kuran, the paying teller of the 
Bowery Bank, ‘in his twenty years con- 
nection with that institution, has had 
many strange experiences. He says: 
‘Misspelled words are very common on 
the checks we receive. At least twenty 
times a day we see ‘thirty’ spelled ‘torty’ 
and ‘one’ is often written ‘wun.’ I re- 
member an out-of-town check that 
came in here the other day calling for 
seventy-five cents,with sixteen different 
names on the back. In three days it 
came back to us protested by the bank 
on which it was drawn. Just imagine! 
$1.25 protest fees and a lot of postage 
charged upon.a seventy- -five centcheck. 

Certified cheeks are generally re- 
garded by merchants as much safer 
than uncertified “checks, yet they are 
not safer, unless the signature of the 
certifying teller is known, or you know 
positively that the check has been cer- 
tified: As manager Sherer, of the 
Clearing House puts it : ‘‘ You can get 
a rubber stamp made for a quarter and 
certify your own checks.”’ Within the 
memory of man—and man does not re- 
member these little things very long— 
the teller of the strongest bank in New 


York city--that is the one whose stock 
sells highest--was caught, on a forged 


certification, A crook stole from some- 
one else’s mail a letter containing a 
bank check of a Colorado bank for $65. 
He forged the name for the endors- 
ment and-presented it to the teller, and 
payment was refused. An hour later 
he returned with the same check, bear- 
ing what purported to be the Colorado 
cashier’s certification, and received the 
money, the teller having forgotten the 
occurrence of an hour before. if

Has Increased. 


Beef, Mutton and Lambs Very Dull. 
Grain About Steady — Live Stock and 
Wool Markets, 


Boston, Aug. 1.—There is no scarcity 
of fresh made western butter, but only a 
few special makes in assorted size pack- 
ages are good enough to rank with the 
fresh made northern at this season. They 
are, with few exceptions, affected by the 
warm weather, and have to be classe 
with firsts. 

In the meantime extreme prices are likely 
to rule for the fancy grades, as a certain 
number of dealers have a trade for these 
special brands fresh from the churn every 
week, but they will not take any others 
while there is a possibility of getting what 
they want. 

The stock in cold storage might be 
drawn upon, because a large portion yet is 
of fine quality, but it costs more than buy- 
ers are now willing to pay, and therefore 
will not be offered until there is a chance 
for a profit. Butto have a scarcity with 
such an.ample supply in the free 3 8 
peculiar state of affairs. 

The stock in cold storage was increased 
last week 8741 tubs, and on Saturday 
stood at 185,823 tubs against 733,736 tubs 
game time last year, an*increase of 60,587 
I The receipts are gradually falling 
off, but they are still largely in excess of 
current consumption, including all grades, 


‘and the accumulations are likely to con-

Bishop Howe Dead, 

PROVIDENCE, Aug. 1.—Rt. Rev, Mark 
A. De Wolfe Howe, Episcopal bishop of 
central Pennsylvania, died yesterday at 
his summer residence at Bristol, after a 
sickness of only a week's duration. Bishop 
Howe was born in Bristol April 5, 1809. 
He was educated in the public schools, 
and graduated from Brown university 
in 1828. He was made bishop of central 
Pennsylvania in 1865. Brown university 
and the University of Pennsylvania both 
conferred on him the degree of D.D. He 
was for some years editor of The Christian

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‘The Movement for State Highways. 


In conection with the new piece of 
state highway now well along on the 
Lawrence road, a brief review of the 
work tbat has been done toward state 


| control of ‘certain roads in Massachu- 


setts, may be of interest to our readers. 

Starung in June, 1892, a Temporary 
Commission was appointed to exam- 
ine into the condition of the roads, 
and to draft a bill providing for the im- 
provement of the highways of the Com- 
monwealth. The law suggested by the 
Commission was, with some changes, 
passed in June, 1893, but, before any 
petitions for construction of State High- 
ways {were submitted to the General 
Court, ‘an act was introduced and 
passed June 20, 1894 increasing the 
powers of the Commission, and per- 
mitting the Selectmen of any town, or 
the Mayor and Aldermen of any City, 
as well as County Commissioners, to 
petition the Highway Commission for 
taking roads as State highways, Jn 


| place of submitting to the Legislature 


a seperate bill for the construction of 
of eace road, it was voted that the ap- 
propriation be used by the Highway 
Commission, without further legisla 
tion, in building State highways- 

_The $300,000 has been pretty evenly 
divided among fourteen counties. Bé 
fore deciding which’ of the many re 
itions should be granted an official vi 
was pad to each locality, and. fvll in- 
formation as to the value of the pro- 
posed improvement collected. While 
this method has distributed the work 
in small sections of the roads, thus in- 
creasing the expense per mile, the.ad- 
vantage to the people at large will be 
greater, for the redson that each por- 
tion of the State’ highway constructed 
is intended tobe an object lesson to 
those living*near by. County Com- 
missioners and other officials will watch 
the work as it progresses, and follow 
out the same lines: in building county 
and other roads which are not intended 
for State highways. 

The plan isto Luild, section by section 
such roads-as’ will connect the great 
centers of trade, and join with through 
roads in other States, go that both lo- 
cal and interstate communication will 
be benefited. Under date of January, 
1895, the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission has rendered a. report which 


covers the work of the past year, and | 


this publication should be consulted by 
those who are considering legislation. 

Thirty-eight sections have been con- 
tracted for, and only eight of them-~are,| 
to have a width of eighteen’ feet of 
hardened surface, all others being Jif: 
teen feet wide. As the primary object 
is to get. length .of way, the Commis- 
sioners are considering the advisabi y 
of building single-track roads in the 
thinly-settled districts.

If you 
will visit the camp, lately erected by 
these four gentlemen, yon will find no 
cause to be alarmed as far as this camp 
is concerned,, They are.all well aware of 
the feelings of the Andoverians in regard 
to the water and well know that no nui- 
sance would be allowed. — Besigles, as 
they take their own drinking water in 
front of the camp, they have every rea- 
son to keep it cleanand pure. Every 
thing is dong with this Object in view. 
The water from the sink is caught ina

JOHN WORT RICHARDSON. 


In the quiét hours of Monday morning, 
about 1. 30 o’clock, Mr. John W. Rich- 
ardson gently closed his eyes at the end 
of an honorable life. i 

Since a season of illness, which at- 
tacked him 14 years ago, he has not been 
in rugged health, although the last ill. 
ness continued only about two weeks 
yet it was so exhausting that within a 
few days it was feared that the end was 
near. s : 

Mr. Richardsdn was the oldest of four 
children, his father, William Richardson, 
was a native of England, who came to 


‘\| America when 14 years of age. He located 


in Newburyport and afterward married 
Elizabeth Morrill of Salisbury, 

Mr. Richardson was born in Newbury- 
port, Nov. 5, 1824, and this city was the 
scene of his childhood days. The pub- 
lic schools of his native place and after- 
ward the renowned’ Dummer Academy 
of By field afforded him a good education 
and when ready . for sterner work he

went to East Boston and commenced the 


trade of carpentering. He then located 
in Andover, where he worked for several 
years. It was here that he met Miss 
Hannah H. Tucker, who afterward, Dec, 
28,, 1848, became his wife, and who 
through life has been his devoted and 
true companion About this time he en 
tered the employ of Davis & Furber, for 
whom he labored faithfully 25 years, and 
with the exception of about a year spent 
in Lawrence, his home has been in this 
town. Twenty-two years ago Mr. Rich” 
ardson began a mercantile life and with 
his son, has since successfully condycted 
a well established business, his grocery 
store, como of Main and Third street, 
having a wide local reputation. Deceased, 
while of.a ‘naturally quiet and retiring 
disposition, has been concerned in pub- 
lic life and from 1873 to 1876 held the 
offices of Selectman, Assessor, and Over- 
seer Of the Poor, offices which he held 
with honor, faithfulness and credit. 

Mr. Richardson was one of the few 
men in the community a review of whose 
life would reveal nothing mean or low 


spirited. - He was not attached to any re-. 
ligious organization or to any of the so“ 


cial orders. His was not a. sanctimoni, 
ous life in that it was hypocritically de- 
vout or pious, but his was rather one of 
deeds that were.right and just towards 
his associates, without profession, pre- 
tension and sham. He was a neighbor- 


ly man, one of rare kindliness, sympathy,’ 


and whole-heartedness and possessed a 
charitable feeling toward the short com- 
ings of others. He was alsoa cheerful 
man and was ever ready with a pleasant 
greeting for old atid young friends. His 
bond and word were of equal value, so 
strict a regard had he for truth, integrity 
and honor. While the loss is keenly 
felt in the home, it is also..a severe- loss 
‘to the community in which he dwelt so 
long and was so favorably known. 

The surviving relatives are a widow, 
an only son, John W. Richardson of 
town, and an only brother, Joseph P. 
Richardson of «Newburyport. Within 
the late home on Main Street, at 2 o’clock, 
Wednesday afternoon, the last services 
were held and conducted by Rev. Henry 
Elbert Barnes, D. D., Rev. H. H. Leavitt 
a warm friend of the family was unable 
to attend.
